The claim language savs "a processor adapted to execute instructions from one or more 
of said main memorv. said first working memorv and said second working memorv." which means the reference needs to have 
a processor that executes instructions from one of the main memorv. first working memorv. or second working memorv. Okin 
executes instructions from the main memorv. as shown in the Okin citation above.
